Local const, firm 
hit by thieves;

West Liberty police are investigating 
the theft of between $15,000-$20,000 
worth of metal pipe fittings, welder 
cables, cutting torches, and assorted con- 
struction tools from Risner Construc- 
tion. 

A portion of the stolen metal items 
were later recovered but charges have 
not yet been filed, according to Asst. 
Chief Wayne Lewis, who is investigat- 
ing the case. 

The theft was reported last Friday 
morning when workmen went to the 
company’s storage trailer in Gallows 
Hollow off Prestonsburg Street and dis- 
covered the items were missing.

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Firefighters save

together with other agencies as a 
team to assist each other in times 
of crisis,” according to Lacy. 

To begin that alliance, the res- 
cue squad opened its trucks and 
invited members of the other 
agencies present to learn to hook 
up and use the squad’s equipment 
that would be needed for victim 
extrications when responding to 
automobile accidents. An extri- 
cation class will be scheduled at 
a later date, and the equipment 
will be used on actual automo- 
biles, Lacy said. 

Also at the meeting, a Morgan 
County Search Team was orga- 
nized, anchored by the rescue 
squad, with volunteer members 
from the other county emergency 
service agency. Lacy said train- 
ing sessions for volunteers will 
be scheduled in the future and 
will include search and rescue 
techniques, map reading, com- 
pass and GPS training, ropes and 
knots, and rappelling. “With a 
well-trained and equipped rescue 
team, finding a loved who is lost 
or missing will be much more ef- 
ficient,” Lacy said. 

Acquisition of a mobile com- 
mand unit that would be avail- 
able to county and city emer- 
gency agencies also is being 
planned with funding to be pro- 
vided by the county and city. 
Lacy said the command unit will 
contain a generator, work- 
benches, a radio system, a com- 
puter with office and mapping 
software, a small combination 
printer, copier and scanner, lami- 
nated topographical maps and a 
file cabinet with all required 
forms readily available. “In an 
extended emergency, this mobile 



command unit will be vital for 
maintaining the essential com- 
mand, control and unity needed 
to handle emergencies in a timely 
and efficient fashion,” Lacy said. 

Spokesmen for all emergency 
agencies agreed that by crossing 
geographical, territorial and po- 
litical boundaries, an alliance 
working together would better in- 
sure the safety of all peple of 
Morgan County and benefit each 
individual agency. 

During the meeting, Licking 
Valley RECC representative 
Tommy Conley presented the 
rescue squad with a new front 
rack for its Kubota offroad ve- 
hicle, donated by the RECC, to 
aid in search and rescue proce- 
dures.

surrounding outbuildings con- 
taining tools and animals. 

Conley, who was first to ar- 
rive at the scene, said the fire 
started in the attic near a wood 
burning stove’s flue area. 

“Fortunately there were no 
injuries despite the damage,”

approximately 1,500 gallons of 
water, but were forced to let the 
fire burn itself out. There was 
simply nothing emergency re- 
sponders could do.”

— Agree Or Not — 

Beshear’s Budget Crisis

It has to be awfully discourag- 
ing to spend most of a year to get 
elected governor only to find out 
once you have succeeded there 
will not be any money to spend 
when you take office. 

Governor-Elect Steve 
Beshear’s honeymoon lasted less 
than two weeks before the stark 
fiscal reality hit home: he is go- 
ing to have to scramble to find 
money to balance outgoing Gov. 
Ernie Fletcher’s last budget be- 
fore Beshear can put together his 
first one. 

And he has about six weeks to 
do that after his inauguration on 
Dec. 11. 

Ironically enough of the key 
money problem centers on an old 
issue that even Fletcher’s harsh- 
est critics gave him credit for 
solving - chronic deficits in the 
state’s Medicaid health care pro- 
gram for the poor, disabled and 
elderly. 

Despite Fletcher’s much- 
touted reform of Medicaid three 
years ago, the program now needs 
an additional $389 million to meet 
its obligations through the end of 
the current fiscal year June 30, 
2008. Of that amount, $112 mil- 
lion must come from state Gen- 
eral Fund tax revenue. The re- 
mainder is matching federal dol- 
lars. 

The alternative, of course, is 
to reduce Medicaid services or the 
number of Kentuckians eligible 
for assistance, something Beshear 
will not do. 

So the new governor takes of- 
fice next month looking for 
money. 

And the looming Medicaid 
deficit is not the only budget 
problem facing Beshear. A num- 
ber of state agencies are asking 
for more money to meet their ob- 
ligations through next June. The 
Corrections Cabinet needs an ex- 
tra $16 million to handle the bal- 
looning prison population. The 
Kentucky State Police needs more 
money to keep those gas-guzzling 
cruisers on the highways. The 
Parks Department and Revenue 
Cabinet are also asking for more 
money. 

There is, of course, money 
available to meet all these agency 
requests - the state’s so-called 
“Rainy Day” fund, basically a 



savings account of surplus tax 
revenue accumulated for just such 
times of need. 

That fund amounts to about 
$230 million, more than twice 
what Medicaid needs. 

But the problem with using 
most or all of that rainy day sav- 
ings account is that the financial 
markets get skittish and the state’s 
generally very good credit rating 
on borrowed money is threatened. 
The people who buy Kentucky’s 
bonds like to know there is money 
socked away to pay the interest 
on those bonds when economic 
hard times roll around. 

And there is plenty of talk 
about the possibility of a national 
recession or at least an economic 
slowdown next year, party 
beccause of the credit crisis and 
housing slump. 

There again is a problem con- 
fronting Beshear. 

The big budget surplus 
Fletcher wanted the General As- 
sembly to spend earlier this year 
is rapidly disappearing, and the 
state economists who predict fu- 
ture tax revenues are scaling back 
those predictions for the last half 
of this fiscal year. 

Thus Beshear must craft his 
own 2008-2010 state budget to 
present the General Assembly in 
January with bleak revenue and 
economic prospects and an obli- 
gation to begin fulfilling his cam- 
paign promises of new and ex- 
panded state services. 

That means he has an addi- 
tional incentive to sell legislators 
on his proposal to amend the con- 
stitution to allow casino-style 
gambling in Kentucky to gener- 
ate what he says will be $500 mil- 
lion a year in next tax revenues. 
Indeed, the grim budget prospects 
may offer reluctant lawmakers a 
justification for voting for the 
amendment when they see how 
little the new budget will have for 
them. 

And that lack of available new 
revenue might convince Beshear 
to back away from his pledge not 
to raise the state tax on cigarettes 
and other tobacco products, still 
one of the lowest tobacco taxes 
in the country. 

That higher tax would give an 
immediate bump in state revenues 
available to Beshear and legisla- 
tors to spend next year, something 
casino gambling will not do.

FRANKFORT — The attor- 
ney general’s office and the Ken- 
tucky State Police have com- 
pleted their investigation into 
charges of corruption in the state 
Transportation Cabinet and 
found no corroboration of 
charges that the administration of 
Gov. Ernie Fletcher had used the 
agency for political gain. 

Sam Beverage, former state 
Highway Engineer who was in- 
dicted on perjury charges, told 
prosecutors that the Fletcher ad- 
ministration had hand picked cer- 
tain road projects that received 
funding based on political moti- 
vations. 

Beverage claimed the trans- 
portation secretary used a $42 
million discretionary fund as a 
“campaign chest” to hand out 
favors to supporters and lawmak- 
ers who voted in line with the 
administration. 

Beverage’s perjury charge 
was dropped in exchange after 
his testimony and he pleaded 
guilty to official misconduct. The 
perjury charge stemmed from an 
investigation into the hiring prac- 
tices of the Fletcher administra- 
tion. 

The attorney general’s office 
notified the Franklin Circuit 
Court last month that the inquiry 
had ended. State Police Maj. 
Mike Sapp said in a letter to the 
attorney general’s office that the 
joint investigation “has not un- 
covered evidence supporting any 
felony charges” and any possible 
misdemeanor charges could not 
be prosecuted because the stat- 
ute of limitations has expired.

Leader’s circulation is in Eastern 
Kentucky. But she said the rea- 
sons to maintain coverage and 
circulation are more than com- 
mercial. “The publisher has a 
definite sort of First Amendment 
reason,” she said. 

Austin said a number of 
smaller newspapers in the region 
feel that they cannot aggressively 
pursue stories about powerful 
interests, so the Herald-Leader 
bureaus serve a watchdog func- 
tion that would not otherwise be 
exercised. She said local papers 
sometimes pass along tips about 
controversial stories to Herald- 
Leader reporters in Hazard and 
Somerset, where The Courier- 
Journal of Louisville once had 
news bureaus. 

The paper’s publisher, Tim 
Kelly, is a native of Ashland, in 
the northeastern corner of the 
state. “I think he really is com- 
mitted to maintaining that pres- 
ence,” she said. Austin became 
editor of the Herald-Leader, a 
McClatchy Co. paper, last Feb- 
ruary.

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Morgan County High School Girls Dorm?

In a June 1939 issue of The 
Licking Valley Courier , the fol- 
lowing article appeared: 

N. Y.A. Project Nearing 
Completion 

The N.Y.A. girls’ dormitory 
project at West Liberty, spon- 
sored by the Board of Education 
and supervised by Glenn Carr, of 
Ezel, is nearing completion. The 
building has a concrete basement 
and is two stories. Twenty-eight 
youths are working on the project 
and are receiving excellent train- 
ing in concrete and building. The 
building is situated on the cam- 
pus of the new stone building 
erected a few years ago by the 
W.P.A. It will be of great service 
to girls in the rural area who de- 
sire to attend school at West Lib- 
erty. 

As soon as I read the above 
article I thought, “Could I be los- 
ing my mind? There is no way a 
girls’ dorm was on the campus of 
the high school!” The newspaper 
article deserved an investigation, 
so I visited my longtime friend, 
Glennen McKenzie. At 92, she 
recalls yesteryears better than I 
do at 79! 

Background On The 
So-Called Girls’ Dorm 

Glennen McKenzie and Amy 
Price (Amy evidently resigned 
after her first year) were two of 
the first employees for the N.Y.A. 
in Morgan County. In 1935, 
Glennen was teaching school and 
had an opportunity to work for 
the N.Y.A. (National Youth Ad- 
ministration), as it meant year- 
round employment. Glennen be- 
gan working at Cannel City and 
Estille Faulkner, who just passed 
away, was one of her “girls.” She 
bought a Model A Ford from 
Chalmer Allen for $150 to drive 
from West Liberty to Cannel City 
to work. 

After her first year, she was 
transferred to West Liberty. The 
West Liberty program was ad- 
ministered in a house along Cou- 
gar Avenue located on the corner 
just south of the Cougar Den. In 
later years, Kederick Caskey 
lived there and it became known 
as the Kederick Caskey house 
until it was torn down. (Kederick 
was the longtime custodian of the 
high school building.) 

The downstairs of the house 
was used to teach sewing and 
cooking to girls from out in the 
county. There was a dormitory 



upstairs where they could stay. 
There were only about 10 girls 
in the program at this time. A lady 
from Campton was over the dor- 
mitory. 

In 1936, according to The 
Licking Valley Courier , Irma 
Haney was the county supervi- 
sor of the N.Y.A. girls, and Ber- 
nard Whitt was supervisor for the 
boys of the new program. 

Here is probably what hap- 
pened to the girls’ dorm. Ova 
Haney, superintendent of 
schools, needed a new building 
for the N.Y.A. and would also 
like to have a building for his 
office. In those days if you an 
idea for a building or a need, you 
convinced the authorities in 
Washington, as they were look- 
ing for ways to boost employ- 
ment. Ova was a master at sell- 
ing his ideas to government agen- 
cies. So, the building was built 
under the guise of a girls’ dormi- 
tory! 

According to the 1935 school 
board minutes, it was listed as a 
superintendents ’s office and was 
to cost $6,764 with the school 
board’s share being $591. Evi- 
dently to receive approval or to 
move up on a priority list it be- 
came a girls’ dormitory building. 

Glennen stated, “The girls’ 
N.Y.A. later moved to this new 
building, which was built in 1939 
and she continued to teach sew- 
ing and cooking in the down- 
stairs, and maybe for a year the 
girls stayed upstairs.” 

Then after one year’s use (if 
that long) as a girls’ dorm, it was 
no longer needed, and Ova had 



himself a nice office and soon to 
be home economics department 
on the first floor! Glennen re- 
signed from the N.Y.A. in 1940. 

Helen Walters taught home 
economics from 1940-1943 in 
the building. She was followed 
by Christine McGuire, who 
taught home economics until 
1951. Christine was teaching her 
classes on the first floor of the 
old building when she left in 
1951. 1 have not been able to as- 
certain the exact date the build- 
ing was torn down for a parking 
lot. 

First School Lunchroom At 
West Liberty 

After the N.Y.A. moved to the 
building built in 1939, the up- 
stairs of the Kederick Caskey 
house became the first school 
lunchroom for West Liberty, 
fondly (or unfondly depending 
on how you looked at it) known 
was the “soup house!” It had a 
menu of soup and grapefruit 
juice each day. The price was 10 
cents for those who could pay. 

Later the lunchroom moved to 
the old auditorium building on 
the west side of the school until 
the present superintendent’s 
building was built in 1947-1948. 
Glennen became the first super- 
visor of the lunchroom, located 
the present building. She suc- 
ceeded Leona Rose, who was su- 
pervisor in the old auditorium. 

At the time Glennen was su- 
pervisor of the lunch program, 
Telia Cox, Myrt Lacy, Irene Vest 
and Rose McKenzie were cooks. 



In those days it was common to 
hire some girls as dishwashers in 
return for a free lunch. (So there 
is such a thing as a “free lunch” 
- if you work for it!) Mary Kay 
Williams Cox and June Caskey 
Whitt were two of those who 
were employed as such. After one 
year, Glennen resigned and Irene 
Vest became supervisor. 

The N.Y.A. was part of the 
New Deal established by Presi- 
dent Franklin Roosevelt in 1935 
to help the nation recover from 
the worldwide depression. Agen- 
cies such as W.P.A. (Works 
Progress Administration) built 
roads and buildings. Morgan 
County, under the supervision of 
Ova O. Haney, built the Crockett, 
Cannel City, Wrigley and West 
Liberty stone school buildings 
from this program. Getting 
school buildings built was Ova’s 
expertise and legacy. Some of 
these schools continued to be 
used until last year. 

In a 1936 report of the N.Y.A. 
in Morgan County, it is stated, 
“That around 400 boys and girls 
are receiving between $7.50 to 
$10 per month for 44 hours of 
work per month.” That is 17 cents 
per hour! 

Besides the stone school 
buildings built in the county, 
there were also some wooden 
ones built to train men in carpen- 
try work. The Cougar Den build- 
ing was a W.P.A. or N.Y.A. 
project. It may have been used by 
the N.Y.A. for a short time, but 
was used primarily as a cannery 



and was used extensively during 
WWII. The N.Y.A. shop (now 
Gateway offices) was built to 



teach youths to weld and use 
metal lathes so they could work 
in defense plants to help the war 
effort. There were also roads and 
bridges built by the W.P.A. 

The N.Y.A. program for boys 
built sidewalks in West Liberty 
that are still in use throughout the 
city today. Sometimes the “N” 
appears backwards on the N.Y.A. 
sign printed on sections of the 
walk - but they were built to last. 
(A couple of the N.Y.A. signs are 
on walks between Mountain 
Telephone and Main Street). 
Many other programs came 
along under the New Deal, such 
as N.R.A., R.E.A., C.C.C. and 
F.H.A. to name a few. These 
agencies were called, “Alphabet 
Agencies!” 

This is a rather complicated 
way to say yesb there was prob- 
ably a girls’ dorm on the campus 
of the high school for a short 
time.

INFILTRATION 

Uncontrolled air leakage (infiltration) is one of the largest and most preventable energy 
wastes in the home. Infiltration results from a pressure difference forcing air through 
cracks, holes, and crevices in the home. The pressure difference results from 
temperature differences between the indoor and outdoor environment, and wind blowing 
against the side of the home producing a higher pressure than that within the home. 

Since warm air rises to the top of the home by 
convection and then leaks out of cracks in the 
upper walls and roof, it creates a lower pressure 
in the bottom of the home than outside (causing 
air to leak in). Another pressure difference is 
created in the home’s heating, ventilating, and air 
conditioning systems. 

Infiltration typically occurs around doors and windows, points where dissimilar materi- 
als are joined and penetrations through walls, ceilings, and floors for electrical wiring 
and plumbing fixtures. Another significant source of air leakage is through the home’s 
ductwork. The best way to begin reducing air infiltration is by knowing where it may be 
occurring. Studies show that leakage in a typical house looks something like this, with 
the majority occurring through the sills, walls and ceilings. The second largest offender 
is the windows, closely followed by the home’s heating, ventilation, and air conditioning 
systems. Openings for pipes, doors, vents, and wall outlets complete the air leakage 
offenders. Homes with fireplaces look a little different because 14 percent of their air 
leakage is related to the fireplace, which slightly reduces the percentage lost from the 
other areas.

Applying For Disability 
Benefits 

If you or someone you know 
recently became disabled and 
have been thinking about apply- 
ing for Social Security disability 
benefits, there is something you 
can do to get the process off to a 
good start. 

Visit the “Disability Starter 
Kit” at www.socialsecurity.govy 
disability. It will help you prepare 
for your disability interview and 
guide you through the application 
process. 

The starter kit gives general 
information about the disability 
programs that Social Security 
offers, and about the process we 
use to decide whether or not you 
qualify for disability benefits. 
The kit also provides guidelines 
about the specific information 
and documents we will ask you 
for during the interview. It takes 
some of the mystery out of ap- 
plying for disability benefits. 

Each disability starter kit con- 
tains: 

• A fact sheet that answers 
most questions people ask about 
filing for disability benefits; 

• A checklist of documents 
and information we will request. 

• A work sheet to help you 
gather and organize the informa- 
tion you will need. 

The fact sheet provides the 
Social Security definition of “dis- 
ability” and explains how we de- 
cide whether your condition is 
severe enough to meet the eligi- 
bility criteria. It also gives tips on 
steps you an take to speed up the 
decision-making process. 

The checklist provides a list of 
the information we need for most 
disability claims. That includes 
documents such as your birth cer- 
tificate, latest W-2 form and mili- 
tary discharge papers, and infor- 
mation such as the names and 
addresses of all the doctors and 
other health professionals who 
have treated you. 

The work sheet is designed to 
reflect many of the most impor- 
tant questions we aks during the 
disability application interview, 
such as a description of your 
impairment(s) and the date you 
became disabled. In addition to 
the information aobut your treat- 
ment sources as outline in the 
checklist, it also asks you to list 
the medications you take and the 
medical tests you have had. And 
it asks for information about hte 
kinds of jobs you have held.

1-800-325-0778) and ask that a 
kit be mailed to you.

FSA offering assistance in 
areas affected by drought 
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A lack of moisture over an 
extended period of time has 
caused producers in Morgan 
County to suffer from the effect 
of severe drought conditions. 
Farms experiencing severe 
drought conditions may be eli- 
gible for cost-share assistance 
under ECPD. This disaster pro- 
gram is administered by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, Farm 
Service Agency (FSA), which 
provides cost share assistance if 
the damage is so severe that wa- 
ter available for livestock or or- 
chards and vineyards has been 
reduced below normal to the ex- 
tent that neither can survive with- 
out additional water. 

A producer qualifying for 
ECP assistance may receive cost 
shares not to exceed 75 percent 
of the cost of installing eligible 
temporary measures. Cost shar- 
ing for permanent measures is 
based on 50 percent of the total 
eligible cost. Cost share assis- 
tance is limited to $200,000 per 
person per natural disaster. Ap- 
proved practices and measures 
may include: 

• Installing pipelines or other 
facilities for livestock water or 
existing irrigation systems for 
orchards and vineyards. 

• Constructing and deepening 
wells for livestock water. 



• Developing springs or seeps 
for livestock water. 

Producers who have experi- 
enced severe drought conditions 
that will require outside assis- 
tance to provide supplemental 
emergency livestock water may 
contact the local FSA county of- 
fice. Requests for assistance will 
be accepted at the USD A Service 
Center in West Liberty, Ky., from 
Nov. 26 to Dec. 15. 

To be eligible for cost shares, 
practices shall not be started un- 
til a request has first been filed 
at the FSA county office and an 
onsite inspection of the problem 
area has been made by COC or 
its representative. COC will re- 
view the inspection findings 
when considering the request for 
cost shares. 

Producers who have taken 
emergency action before this an- 
nouncement may be eligible for 
assistance if a request for such 
assistance is filed within 15 cal- 
endar days of Nov. 26, and it is 
determined that the action taken 
is eligible and sufficient to re- 
solve the resource concern. 

All producers, regardless of 
race, sex, religion, color, age, 
national origin, marital status, 
politics or handicap shall have an 
opportunity to request cost shar- 
ing.

Jr. 

This year’s biggest story will 
not be played out until next year, 
however. Dale Earnhardt Jr.’s 
announcement of his departure 
from Dale Earnhardt Inc. (DEI), 
the company his father founded, 
to Hendrick Motorsports in 2008 
shocked the racing community 
and his notoriously loyal fans. 

Earnhardt Jr.’s public feud 
with his stepmother and DEI 
President/CEO Teresa Earnhardt 
- who established DEI with her 



late husband in the early 1980s 
- over controlling ownership of 
the company prompted him to 
join the ranks of his fan-detested 
rival, Jeff Gordon. 

Speculation about this move 
to NASCAR’s “super team” 
among fans, columnists and tele- 
vision analysts is rampant. Will 
Earnhardt Jr., who did not gar- 
ner a single victory this season, 
be a championship contender in 
the #88 Mountain Dew/National 
Guard Chevrolet next season? 

Perhaps the most important 
question is whether Earnhardt 
Jr.’s success can revive the sport, 
which is currently alienating 
many longtime supporters while 
attempting to appeal to a broader 
fan demographic. 

NASCAR officials will face 
the difficult task of balancing 
corporate progress and Southern 
tradition in 2008. Hopefully they 
will do that without offending the 
sport’s core fan base any more 
than they already have.

Kentucky football has en- 
dured more than its share of 
heartbreaking losses to Tennes- 
see over the past 23 years. How- 
ever, Saturday’s loss may have 
been the most disappointing yet. 

It’s a game that leaves us all 
with an empty feeling inside. 
After trailing 31 - 14 in the third 
quarter, the Cats battled back to 
tie the game on Lones Seiber’s 
20 yard field goal as time expired. 
After the teams matched scores 
in the first overtime, Kentucky 
appeared to be in the driver’s seat 
when Sam Maxwell intercepted 
Erik Ainge near the goal line. But 
Seiber’s 35 yard field goal at- 
tempt never cleared the line of 
scrimmage as UT’s Dan Williams 
blocked the kick to give the Vol- 
unteers new life. After again 
trading touchdowns in the third 
overtime, Tennessee capitalized 
in the fourth extra period to take 
a 52 - 44 lead. The Cats man- 
aged to find the end zone too 
when Derrick Locke took it 
across from two yards out. But 
UK’s two-point conversion at- 
tempt fell short as Andre’ 
Woodson — caught somewhere 
between running and throwing — 
was dropped at the Tennessee 
three-yard line to add yet another 
loss to the string of 23 miserable 
years. 

“This was a very, very diffi- 
cult loss for us after the way we 
came back,” UK coach Rich 
Brooks said following the game. 
“It’s very deflating. It was a great 
college football game, but the 
way I look at it, the wrong team 
ended up winning.” 

For Kentucky’s 16 seniors, it 
was wrong way to close out their 
playing days at Commonwealth 
Stadium. And while no one can 
question the effort, the Cats still 
failed to get it done in crunch 
time. It’s a loss than surpassed 
disappointing a long time ago. 
Fact is, it’s downright painful. 

“This loss is definately num- 
ber one on my list of tough 
losses,” senior Keenan Burton 
said. “There are no words to de-

In 2004, Morgan County beat 
Ashland to claim the school’s 
first-ever 16th region champion- 
ship. Last March, the Tomcats 
took it on the chin again as Elliott 
County claimed its first regional 
title. After decades of dominance, 
Ashland was given a harsh les- 
son about what it feels like to be 
on the outside looking in. 

This season should be no dif- 
ferent. 

Elliott County’s long-awaited 
title was certainly no fluke. The 
Lions won 27 games with a ton 
of young talent and have all five 
starters returning for 2007-2008.
